Missouri Pacific as Parent. 

President George Gould of the Mis- 
souri Pacitic Railway company in his 
annual report to the stockholders at 
St. Louis makes it evident that the 
Missouri Pacific itself is to become the 
holding and op- 
erating compa- 
ny for the en- 
tire Gould sys- 
tem of railroads 
just as the Penn- 
sylvania rail- 
road stands to- 
ward its vari- 
ous branches 
and leased lines. 
To this end dur- 
ing thepast year 
the Missouri Pa- 
cific has taken 
over $6,500,000 
of Wabash pre- 
ferred, giving it 
one-third of the latter’s steck. This 
method of combination is believed to 
have been adopted as a result of the 
prosecution of the Northern Securities 
company. The feature of the report, 
aside from this, was the increase in 
the gross and net earnings by 15 per 
cent and 10 per cent in spite of ad- 
verse weather conditions, damage from 
floods and liberal improvements. 


Rate War on the Cunard. 

The Scandia line of steamships from 
New York direct to Scandinavian ports, 
which was revived to compete with 
the Cunard line, has made a rate of 
$18 for the steerage passengers, which 
is several dollars under that of the 
Cunard. This war was said to‘ be 
caused by the Cunard entering the 
Mediterranean service.

Two More Bank Mergers. 

The tendency toward bank consoli- 
dation has two more illustrations 
among the larger institutions of New 
York city. The Central National went 
into liquidation March 12 and joined 
forces with the National Citizens’ un- 
der the new name the Citizens’ Cen- 
tral National bank, with $2,550,000 cap- 
ital and an increased directorate, and 
with Edwin 8S, Schenck as president. 
The new bank oceupies the quarters 
of the Central at 320 Broudway. At 
the same time directors of the Leather 
Manufacturers’ National bank have 
adopted terms for merging it with the 
Mechanics’. National bank. 


To Settle Grain Rate War. 

The committee of the Merchants’ as- 
sociation at New York, after corre- 
spondence with the various competing 
grain carrying railroads, has decided 
to request the interstate commerce 
commission to act as investigator of 
the géneral subject of differentials on 
east. and west bound traffic and make 
its recommendations. 


lroquois Theater Goes On. 

The Iroquois Theater company of 
Chicago, whose house has remained 
dismantled since the fire horror, has 
secured a loan of $300,000 by a blanket 
mortgage and proposes to refit and re- 
open the ill fated playhouse. 


Mayor Harrison “Unfair.” : 

The Chicago Federation of Labor by 
formal vote has placed Mayor Harri- 
son on the “unfair’ list, denouncing 
him as an enemy of organized labor 
and as an anarchist. This action was 
due to the mayor’s alleged refusal to 
enforce the law regarding the licensing 
of steam engineers. The resolutions 
were introduced by John J. Delaney, a 
member of the board of licensing engi- 
neers. 


Unions Bar Arbitration. 

In the course of the conference be- 
tween the delegates of the Lithogra- 
pliefs’ union ‘and the Employing Li- 
thographers’ association at New York 


it came out that the local and national 
officers of the unions, who formed an 
alliance at Buffdfo"@arly in February, 
pledged themselves to enter into no 
agreement which would bring arbitra- 
tion and prevent strikes. On this ac- 
count the union men could give no sat- 
isfactory reply to the employers’ pro- 
posal to submit the question of higher 
wages to arbitration. A general lock- 
out was expected to occur.

Tunnel Under Hudson Through.

It took several 
days to make the connections of the 
two headings complete. This tunnel, 
which has nothing to do with the Penn- 
sylvania terminal, was planned in 1874 
by an.English company, which gave it 
up when a leak occurred after it had 
got more than half way, drowning 
twenty men in an air chamber. Later 
another company tried it and failed. 
Two years ago the project was re- 
sumed by the New York and Jersey 
Railroad company.

A glass inclosed porch sur- 
rounds each pavilion, and on all four 
sides in both walls and porches the 
glass is so placed in movable frames 
as to be opened by an automatic de- 
vice, thus obtaining as complete air 
circulation as if the patients were out 
of doors. The cost of the six pavilions 
complete was $114,000.

Editor Andover Townsman, 
DearSir : 
vote at the ‘Town meeting, requesting 
the Selectmen 
class liquor licenses this year, perhaps 
| the citizens will be interested in the fol- 
lowing facts which I have discovered in 
my investigations on this subject. 

There are 353 cities and towns-in 
Massachusetts. Of these, 258 voted no

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Russian Sortie on Japanese Fleet 


After another terrific night bombardment of Port Arthur by the 
Japanese fleet under Admiral Togo, March 10, without decisive results, 
the Russian torpedo fleet surprised the Japs by darting out of the har- 
bor in broad daylight on the following morning and making a daring at- 


tack on the blockaders. 


Accepting the challenge, the Japs gave battle,

Why the Child Should Study Art. 


The following paper was read by J. 

W. Andrews, instructor of drawing in 
o 

regular meet- 


In beginning let us tirst see what is 
“Art,” says Hegel, “is 


the idea ina form peculiarly appropri- 
ate to the idea itself.’’ df the ex- 
pression of an idea is correct and beau- 
tiful itisa work of art. “The end of 


art’ says Chesman, “is the intepretation 
with its emotions, | 


of the soul of man, 
sorrows, joys, doubts, passions, enthusi- 


| asms, loves, hates—the soul of man in its 


entirety without limitations.” 

The term art in its broadest sense may 
include almost the whole voluntary self- 
expression of the race. ‘This self ex- 
pression of the thoughts and feelings of 
man reveals itself in language, music, 
gymnastics, construction, drawing, 
painting, sculpture and other arts. It 
is the last four modes of expression that 
are generally known as the fine arts, 

Let us look back a moment and see 
where this artistic sense or love of the 
beautiful first shows itself. If any of 
you attended the recent lecture by Mr. 
Dubois you must have noticed the inci- 
dent recorded by him, of finding neatly 
arranged bouquets of flowers, which had 
been placed by a small animal at the 
door of his sweetheart’s home. This 
seemingly strange fact of the artistic in 
animals and birds has been noticed by 
many others, and various stories are told 
of them. The mere fact that a bird 
builds his nest in an orderly manner 
shows acertain amount of the sense of 
the first principles of design. 

It is generally considered true that 
pre-historic man began the first ex- 
pression of his thoughts by drawing. 
This was the foundation of writing and 
the Chinese characters or letters are de- 
rived directly from the pictures of the 
things themselves. Drawing, construct- 
ion and design progressed hand in hand. 

The ancient Egyptian pyramids and 
temples and the temples and -palaces of 
Persia and China are striking examples 
of the love of the beautiful and the ex- 
pression of. the soul of man in pre-his- 
toric times, If we look back into his- 
tory we will find that wherever a race 
or nation has been a power, it has had 
anart. Greece, Rome, and the peoples of 
central and southern Europe have all 
had their characteristics shown by their 
art. 

The constructive and decorative modes 
of expression have been more promi- 
nent in the art of the early peoples, 
whereas drawing and painting are a 
more modern means of interpretation. 

Now let us find what are the child’s 
first signs of his gladness of life. We all 
know that a bright shining object will 
always attract the attention of the in- 
fant and so we often amuse him by 
dangling a gold chain or bit of jewelry. 
The feeling for color comes much later 
and the bright and luminous colors as 
red and yellow are the first noticed. 
“Perhaps the nearest approach to pure 
aesthetic enjoyment in these new ex- 
periences is the love of flowers.” 

“It is commonly recognized that art 
and play are closely connected. It is 
possible that the first.crude art of the 
race, at least in certain directions. of it, 
sprang out of the play activitfs/’ . [t is 
partly for this reason, “that many chil- 
) dren inthe second year and possibly in 
the last Wegks of the first year, are in- 
terested in Scribbling or ‘scrawling liges 
upon -paper with’ a pencil.” Prof.

“there is no child devoid of a serviceable 
amount of talant for drawing, that all 
children can learn to draw, just as all 
children can learn to speak.” It has 
long since been generally understood 
that the object of elementary art edu- 


cation has not been to make artists. 

Let vs enumerate some of the chief 
reasons why art should be studied by 
ehildren. As sight is about the first 
sense by which the child learns of the 
world around him, the eye certainly 
should be trained to observe. If the 
child is limited:in the means of express- 
ing his observations and ideas he loses 
just so much of interest and enjoyment, 
for it isa noticeable fact that children 
are fond of telling others what they 
themselves have seen and done. Speer 
says, “drawing furnishes a means of ex- 
pressing ideas and man resorted to it for 
that purpose.” Again, Herman T. 
Lukens says, “Drawing is a normal 
means of expression coming before writ- 
ing,” and Burke says, “It is a language 
to express any and all ideas of child 
life. Drawing of children up to nine or 
ten years stands on the level with writ- 
ing, by it he expresses any ideas that he 
might express by words.” 

The training of the hand as we all

For as Goethe says, “Considering the 
importance of drawing as part of the ed- 
ucation one gets the assurance and con- 
viction that his enjoyment of the physi- 
cal world is beautified and- increased 
thereby. ‘The entire world of form and 
color opens itself tohim. A new sense 
1 awakens whjch receives the liveliest im- 

pressions. One learns to appreciate 
| nature, to value, love, and rejoice over 
{ 


its beauties.” — 
Civilized human, beings are compelled 
to be artists for man is compelled to ex- 
| press himself in form and color whether 
he will or no as in dress and house fur- 
nishings, and vulgarity in dress is ob- 
jectionable like vulgar language. 
As it is, “the business of the school to 


offer in a peculiar degree the opportunity 
not only of acquiring knowledge but of 
immediately doing something useful 
with that knowledge.” Also the natural 
chance for. ‘doing things together” for 
others is increased. The making of 
useful and beautiful things for the home 
and loved ones has a powerful social 
motive with three resulting values. 
First, a bond is established between the 
school and home. Secondly, the home 
becomes the object of loving thought on 
the child’s part and the social sym- 
pathies and habits are thereby strength- 
ened. ‘Thirdly, the home itself becomes 
more attractive and its 
good is augmented. 

As art is the expression of life, so the 
art ot a people or epoch is the expression 
of that people and epoch, therefore, ‘‘we 
need the knowledge of the manual arts 
for the sympathetic understanding of 
the race.” 

Lastly let us see how. the study of art 
increases our National wealth It is 
generally known that “American indus- 
tries have suffered through the inability 
of workmen to understand drawing as it 
is used in architecture, machine draft- 
ing, manufacturing of textiles, etc. 
Many of the designs used in the textile 
industries have their origin abroad, 
showing that it is difficult to obtain the 
best bere. To show why this is so it 
may be well to quote what the U.S. 
Consul in Chemnitz, Germany, says. 
“The importance of this study may be 
seen in the many hours. devoted to it 
from the kindergarten to the university. 
No other study in the. technical schools 
gets so many hours or’ so careful in- 
struction. .In the day schools, evening 
schools and Sunday schools, it is the 
same thing, drawing! drawing! draw- 
ing!

sions in terms of drawing. “For instance 
if we see him scribbling, as some might 
eas, and ugar taquiring Gad Wic.a as 
he wishes to represent, let us not laugh 
at it, but encouragingly téll him wherein 
it is most strikingly at fault and lead 
him to notice how a real person differs 
from his drawing. For Ruskin says, 
“Due praise should be given for every 
appearance of care or truth in hjs 
efforts.” 

Man is the most interesting subject 
for the young child, as Lukins says, 
“The thing par excellence for all the 
lower grades and kindergarten is the: 
human figure.’ What we may expect of 
achild in this work is shown by Ricci 
when he says, “Children by drawing de- 
scribe man and things instead of render- 
ing them artistically. They make in 
short just such a description in draw- 
ing as they would make in words.” 

Concerning the subjects which he is 
most interested in when man is a factor, 
Burke says, “The child is a human 
egoist and his interest naturally centers 
around himself, man and what man does 
or can do inthe daily child experience 
of sight and action.” 

Thus illustrative or picture drawings 
are valuable and if a few suggestions are 
given the child to encourage greater 
truth and closer observation, he will 
rapidly gain a more accurate knowledge 
of things. His first illustrations should 
be 6f home life when at school, and if 
possible of school life when at home, for 
in this way the home and the school will 
be brought into closer relations with 
one another. Such subjects as “Going 
to school”,.“"My school house” and ‘Re- 
citing my lessons,” might be used. A 
little box of colored crayons wortk per- 
haps ten or fifteen cents, would give a 
‘zest to this work. Flowers are a great 
source of enjoyment to the child and 
therefore as a subject for drawing ought 
to be often used. The simplest flowers 
and grasses should be the “ones chosen 
for the child and may be rendered in 
colored crayon or water color. ‘The 
use of the brush,” says Lukens, “gives a 
finer touch and a more delicate manual 
training.” 

Many children enjoy drawing single 
objects such as sleds, balls, tops, dolls, 
wheelbarrows, boats and furniture. 
This should certainly be encouraged as 
it broadens his interests and knowledge 
of things. In this work we must not 
expect drawings perspectively correct, 
but drawings having the characteristic 
proportions and shape. 

As the originality and creative ability 
are inestimably helped by seeing and 
comparing the works and thoughts of 
others, it is essential that good pictures 
and drawings should be shown the 
child, «“Interest in drawing,” says 
Lukens, “should be early developed by 
giving children access to an abundance 
of good pictures, illustrated books, mag- 
azines, photographs and plates of great 
men, scenes, sculpture paintings and 
edifices. These helps are of the utmost 
importance in all art education, and 
should be in the environment of the 
child from the beginning. Drawing 
thus becomes a pleasure to the child and 
he acquires considerable skill without 
any instruction. a
